The Town of Coleman has no 
organized sewage system at the 
present time. The NHA loan wMl 
assist in the construct^ . * r a sew¬ 
age pumping station, m . :et of 
8-inch forcemain, an at 
and a sewage treatmer, 

Made under the terms of the 
National Housing Act, the loan 
will be repayable over a period of 
25 years with interest at 5 3/8 per 
cent per annum. The loan is based 
on an estimated cost of $111,000. 

For work complit&i on or be¬ 
fore March 31, 19W, OMBC may 
forgive repayment of 25 per cent 
of the principal amount of the 
NHA loan and 25 per cent of the 
interest that has accrued in re¬ 
spect to the loan as Of the date of 
completion of the project.

Kindt Urges New 
Wheat Markets 

"Let’s give South American and 
African countries their first taste 
of Canadian wheat flour,” Dr. 
Lawrence E. Kindt, MP, urged at 
last Saturday’s Progressive Con¬ 
servative nominating convention. 

In accepting the nomination as 
PC candidate for Macieod riding 
in the next federal election, Dr 
Kindt outlined his stand on na¬ 
tional policies. 

Most important is adequate pric¬ 
es for basic agricultural items, 
says Dr. Kindt. In favor of sell¬ 
ing wheat to Red countries or any¬ 
where on world markets, he spoke 
cf South American and African ar¬ 
eas needing wheat flour. “I would 
establish a Risk Trading Fund, 
he said, “supported by the gov¬ 
ernment and perhaps partly by 
the farmers themselves. Another 
100 million bushels sold this year 
would have prevented the 20c a 
bushel price drop. A $10 million 
Risk Fund expenditure to get ou: 
product to needy countries could 
have resulted in $50 to $60 million 
more in the farmer’s pockets.” 

Price maintenance is urgent, he 
said. Canada must get the price 
of wheat back to a level where It 
will aid the fanners. 

Referring to the government'.- 
$400 million Industrialization Fund 
new being spent largely in Ontario 
and Quebec, he urged a new form¬ 
ula for its operation. Rather than 
designating areas for expenditure 
according to their unemployment 
figures, Dr. Kindt would establish 
industries where the natural re¬ 
sources exist, and let the workers 
flow to the jobs, where they would 
benefit by establishment m a new 
setting. “If industries are not de¬ 
veloping where the unemployment 
exists there is something wrong 
with that area,” said Dr. Kindt. 

Referring to Railroad Abandon¬ 
ment, he urged formation of an 
agency to study the problems and 
hand down decisions. Needs and 
services should be taken into con¬ 
sideration, besides cost account 
ing, before closing railroad facili¬ 
ties, he said. 

Dr. Kindt, who has successfully 
contested the Macieod seat on 
three successive occasions, was 
nominated by Hans Hasselman of 
Pincher Creek, and Jack Patterson 
of Okotoks. 

In outlining the burden of duties 
connected with a member’s work 
in Ottawa, Dr. Kindt paid sincere 
tribute to the work and encourage¬ 
ment given by Mrs Kindt, the en¬ 
thusiastic applause of the 200 dele¬ 
gates present backing his words 
of appreciation.

The inquest was held in Blair¬ 
more court house at 2 p.m Wed¬ 
nesday, April 7th. 

The jury, under direction of 
Coroner F. S. Radford, compris¬ 
ed: Foreman, Gino Quarin; Rudy 
Yeliga, Robert Zak, Vince Jano- 
stik, Edward Yagos and Robert 
Campbell, all of Coleman. 
Attending physician, Dr. Emil 
Aiello, gave evidence which indi¬ 
cated Mr. Span had died of mul¬ 
tiple injuries and asphyxiation. 

Evidence was given by Mine 
Manager Martin Asehacher, Man¬ 
ager Wm. Goodwin; Floyd Sman- 
iot,o. a miner; Gene Oswald, a 
pipe fitter, and plans of the acci¬ 
dent area were provided by Mine 
Engineer John Kinnear. 

Mines Inspector I. Potter, from 
Lethbridge, conducted the investi¬ 
gation of all witnesses. Provincial 
Director of Mines, John Dutton, of 
Edmonton, was present at the in¬ 
quest.

Says F. L. Grindley, Director of 
the Brandi, “Most people think the 
supply is endless; that water can 
be safely squandered. Those of ua 
who are concerned with tbe prob¬ 
lems of water supply know other¬ 
wise. We know that Alberta, like 
the western United States area that 
NAWAPA would serve, could de¬ 
velop a water shortage. With this 
in mind, we are pursuing a de¬ 
velopment and use policy which 
ensures maximum utilization and 
an equitable distribution to all 
users.” 

Who are these users? 

In terms of true consumption, ir¬ 
rigation is the largest, with exten¬ 
sive projects in the southern half 
(650,000 acres are now under irri¬ 
gation and this might well rise to 
1,000,000 acres, depending on fu¬ 
ture economic factors) of the prov¬ 
ince drinking deeply from rivers. 

By comparison, the two other maj¬ 
or consumptive users — municipal¬ 
ities and industry — drink sparing¬ 
ly, with industry returning prac¬ 
tically 100 per cent of what it draws 
and municipalities doing almost as 
well, since 88 per cent of all water 
used by municipal waterworks sys¬ 
tems is ultimately returned to its 
source after treatment. 

Whenever a valuable commodity 
is shared or held in common, con¬ 
flicts are bound to arise. In the 
case of Alberta’s limited water re¬ 
sources, misunderstandings may 

develop between the irrigation_*■ 

farmer and the power producerf 
even though the irrigation fanner 
is the greatest consumptive user 
of water while the power producer, 
though he uses water, is not a con¬ 
sumer at all. Every drop he uses 
is returned to its source. 

The irrigation farmer may claim 
that upstream power development 
deprives him of water during cer¬ 
tain times of the crop season, often 
overlooking the fact that the short¬ 
ages he occasionally experiences 
could result from an inadequacy in 
his local irrigation system. The 
power producer points out that up¬ 
stream power development is bene¬ 
ficial to irrigation, since it “levels 
out” flow, thus extending the pe¬ 
riod of beneficial flow and with 
it the irrigation season by as much 
as 90 days a year. This provides 
the farmer with water during ear¬ 
ly spring and late fall when he 
can utilize it and during which 
periods rivers would normally be 
at extremely low ebb. 

In discussing these claims, pro¬ 
vincial government water resourc¬ 
es engineers say upstream power 
development is entirely beneficial 
and complementary to irrigation. 

Says Water Resources Director 
Grindley, "I’ll say unequivocally 
that existence of upstream power 
dams has been generally helpful 
to irrigation. Our policy is to en¬ 
courage construction of such dams, 
so sure are we that the effect is 
beneficial.” 

Equally emphatic is George Un¬ 
derhill, Branch Calgary district 
engineer, who says: 

“The detailed, statistical impact 
of upstream development on irri¬ 
gation is extremely difficult to es¬ 
tablish, but I’m completely satis¬ 
fied the effect on irrigation on the 
whole is good.” Engineers believe 
that without upstream power de¬ 
velopment on the Bow River and 
its tributaries, the three irrigation 
projects in the Calgary area - the 
Western, Bow River, and Eastern 
Irrigation Districts — would not 
have been possible, at least not 
without major upstream storage 
dam, such as power development 
now provides. “In other words,” 
says one authority, “if the power 
operator didn’t build dams, the 
government would have to build 
them — at the taxpayers’ expense 
—in order to make irrigation along 
the Bow River, whose flow is er¬ 
ratic, a working proposition.” 

Grindley adds, “Certainly gov- 
ernment ownership of some up¬ 
stream storage facilities would 
give us a desirable flexibility in

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control of water, but the loss of 
the advantage of such flexibility is 
compensated for by savings to the 
taxpayer through private invest¬ 
ment in such storage facilities.” 

Water Resources Brandi offi¬ 
cials say criticism of upstream 
power development is frequently 
based on misunderstanding. Says 
a branch spokesman, “A farmer 
finds that he isn’t getting all the 
water he wants. His natural re¬ 
action is that the power company 
is holding back. What he doesn’t 
realize is that often it’s only be¬ 
cause the power company has been 
storing water that he, the fanner, 
is getting any water at all. In oth¬ 
er words, by storing water, tbe 
power operator ensures that the 
farmer will have water when he 
most needs it. Without such stor¬ 
age facilities, there would be very 
little water during the critical 
summer periods when the farmer 
most needs it. Instead of complain¬ 
ing about the existence of upstream 
dams he |Lould be demanding 
more of them, since they have 
been the salvation of irrigated 
farming.” 

Branch spokesmen say that com¬ 
plaints directed at upstream pow¬ 
er frequently are the result of mis¬ 
conceptions. 

“For example,” says a depart¬ 
ment official, “a good percentage 
of complaints come from irriga¬ 
tion areas in the southern part 
of the province, with the complain¬ 
ant writing in to say that his crops 
are burning up while the power 
companies are holding back water 
for electridty. When we receive 
such complaints we merely scraten 
our heads because there are no 
power dams on the rivers serving 
the area and storage of water is by •+# 
means of single purpose irrigation _ 
dams.” 

The interests of the irrigation 
farmer, besides being served gen¬ 
erally by the presence of upstream 
power facilities, are also protected 
by statute — the Alberta Water 
Resources Ad, passed in 1930, — 
when some regulatory powers over 
water use were transferred back 
to the provinces by the federal 
government. 

This legislation establishes prior¬ 
ities in the use of water in the fol¬ 
lowing order — domestic, municip¬ 
al, industrial, irrigation, hydro pro- 
dudion and recreation. Licences 
to use and divert water are issued 
on a “first come-first served” bas¬ 
is, with, significantly, the Water 
Resources Brandi being empower¬ 
ed to cancel a licence if it is found 
that more benefidal use can be 
made of water by a user with a 
higher priority. 

“In short,” says Grindley, “the 
interests of the irrigation farm¬ 
er, in relation to the power in¬ 
dustry, is protected by statute and 
this statutory provision would be 
invoked if there was any evidence 
whatever that the farmer’s inter¬ 
ests were being adversely affect¬ 
ed.”

Report From 
Parliament Hill 

(Lawrence E. iKndt, M.P.) 

April 13, 1966. 

Th* CanWa Paatlon Plan: 

Near tbe close of the last ses¬ 
sion, the House of Commons fin¬ 
ally passed the controversial Can¬ 
ada Pension Plan. During the de¬ 
bate the government made a num¬ 
ber of minor amendments of its 
own to the legislation but would not 
accept any of the suggestions made 
by either the Conservative or the 
New Democratic Party in even the 
slightest degree. 

The criticisms and suggestions 
offered by the various Opposition 
Parties were carefully thought out 
over a long period of time and 
most of them originated from some 
of the ablest and most experienced 
persons in Canada, persons quite 
outside Parliament and politics. 

As a result the major criticism of 
the Plan still exists: 

(1) Over 2 million Canadians an 
not covered by the Plan at 
all and most of these per¬ 
sons are those Canadians who 
need the benefits of the Plan 
most of all. 

(2) The administration and book¬ 
keeping of the Plan is extra¬ 
ordinarily complicated, and 
will undoubtedly lead to many 
complications. 

(3) In effect, a farmer earning, 
for example, $3,000 a year, 
pays twice the amount into the 
Plan that an industrial work¬ 
er pays who is likewise earn¬ 
ing $3,000 a year. 

Some of the highlights of the new 
Pension Plan are as follows, and 
after examining them you can 
draw your own conclusions with 
respect to the Plan. For example, 
it can be easily seen that those 
who are presently between the ages 
of 18 and 36 will be largely paying 
for the benefits that will be receiv¬ 
ed by those who are presently be¬ 
tween the ages of 35 and 60. 

(1) The Plan is designed to pro¬ 
vide a retirement benefit 
equal to 25 per cent of a con¬ 
tributor’s lifetime earnings. 

(2) It is compulsory — with some 
special exceptions, e.g., Pro¬ 
vincial Civil Servants, ROMP 
and the Armed Forces. 

(3) The Plan goes into effect in 
January, 1966, and the first 
benefits will be paid one year 
later (January, 1967). 

(4) Persons earning under $600 or 
-300 (if self-employed) will not 
contribute nor receive bene¬ 
fits. Persons earning over 
-5,000 will not contribute nor 
get benefits on salaries over 
that figure. 

(5) The Plan calls for a maximum 
benefit of $104.70 a month, 
payable at age 65. 

(6) In effect there is no mini¬ 


mum benefit. 

(7) Tbe rate will be 1.8 per cent 
for employees with 1.8 per 
cent paid by employers and 
the whole 3.6 per cent will be 
paid by self-employed per¬ 
sons. Thus, a person earning 
-5,000 would contribute $79.20 
a year with his employer add¬ 
ing the same amount. A self- 
employed person would con¬ 
tribute the entire $158.40. 
Similarly, a person earning 
$1200 a year would contribute 
$10.80 a year, while receiving 
a monthly pension of $25. 

(8) During the 10-year transition 
period, during which the Plan 
matures, benefits will be re¬ 
duced proportionately for a 
persons drawing from the 
Plan before 1976. Thus, a per¬ 
son who contributes for one 
year and draws his first bene¬ 
fit in 1967 will get l/10bh of 
the pension he would get in 
1976. 

(9) Persons who are now 65 years 
of age Who work until age 70 
can get half of the full pen¬ 
sion, or $52.09 a month, if 
they earn over $5,000 a year. 

(10) Persons age 66 or over next 
year will receive little or no¬ 
thing from the Plan. Persons 
70 and over will receive no¬ 
thing at all. Persons below the 
age of 60 down to 18 years, 
when they first start contrib¬ 
uting, may be able to draw 
the full pension. 

(11) It should be pointed out that 
in addition to the benefits un¬ 
der the new Canada Pension 
Plan, the existing $75 a month 
Old Age Pension will also be 
paid. During the first five 
years of the new Pension Plan 
the eligible age for the $75 a 
month Old Age Pension will 
also be dropping from its pres¬ 
ent age 70 to the age of 65. 
Thus by 1970 persons aged 65 
and over will receive the Old 
Age Pension plus their Can¬ 
ada Pension Plan benefits. 
Aoordingly, next year persons 
aged 69 can draw the Old Age 
Pension. Persons aged 68 can 
draw in 1967 and so on. 

Cancer Chairman 
Sees Poll Endorsement 
Research Expenditures 

The Canadian people have en¬ 
dorsed the policy of the Canadian 
Cancer Society to spend the larg¬ 
est percentage of their funds on 
research, M. L. (Fritz) Hanson, 
Calgary, the Provincial Campaign 
Chairman for the Society, said to¬ 
day. 

“The Gallup Foil,” said Mr. Han¬ 
son, “makes it quite clear that the 
people are behind us — and this 
is very reassuring right now while 
we are in the midst of our annual 


campaign for funds.” 

The Society, during the month of 
April, seeks $4,211,175 to catty on 
Us threefold program of research, 
education of the public and servi¬ 
ces to patients. About 47 per cent 
of this amount, said Mr. Hanson, 
would be spent on research proj¬ 
ects and facilities. The Alberta ob¬ 
jective for the Crusade is $421,175. 

This course of action, he pointed 
out, was tacitly approved by the 
recent poll of the Canadian Insti¬ 
tute of Public Opinion which ask¬ 
ed a sampling of people through¬ 
out the country this question: - 
“Here is a list of six serious ill¬ 
nesses; which one do you think 
should receive most support from 
public funds for a program of re¬ 
search and public education?” 

The largest proportion of those 
polled - 57 per cent - chose can¬ 
cer as the disease most worthy 
of such research, followed by ment¬ 
al illnesses (20 per cent), and heart 
disease (11 per cent). The other 
three diseases mentioned — arth¬ 
ritis, polio and tuberculosis — re¬ 
ceived four, three and two par cent 
of the votes respectively. Four per 
cent of those questioned had no 
opinion. 

“Since the Canadian Cancer So¬ 
ciety’s first campaign in 1940, ’ 
said Mr. Hanson, “the national or¬ 
ganization has provided $ 15 , 832,000 
for cancer research. We are con¬ 
vinced that in research lies the 
eventual solution of the cancer 
problem. It is nice to see that the 
Canadian people agree with us.” 

Dept, of Welfare 
Services Extended 

Dr. M. J. Lipkind, retiring presi¬ 
dent of the Alberta Dental Associ¬ 
ation, reports that dental services 
will be extended to two new groups 
through the Department of Wel¬ 
fare. 

1— Financial assistance will be 
granted on a short term basis to 
family groups and single individ¬ 
uals who are employable but for 
whom no employment is available. 

2— A committee has been estab¬ 
lished to screen applicants who are 
in urgent need of orthodontic treat¬ 
ment. 

These additional accounts will 
be processed for the Department 
of Welfare by the Alberta Dental 
Association and in keeping with al¬ 
lowance for other welfare recipi¬ 
ents, dentists will supply subsidiza¬ 
tion for 25 per cent of the usual 
fee. 

"Beware Early Spring 
Wafer Hazards"-NSL 

April and May have worse rec¬ 
ords for drownings than do the 
summer months, according to the 
National Safety League of Can¬ 
ada. For this reason, the League 
has issued advice, which, if fol¬ 
lowed by early-spring anglers, 
could have many lives. 

First, NSL said, make sure the 
boat, motor and safety equipment 
are in good condition before vent¬ 
uring into waters where ice may 
still cling to shorelines or remain 
in open areas. Be careful not to 
overload the boat. 

Special attention ought to be giv¬ 
en to safety equipment, urged the 
League. “Check paddles, oars and 
bailing bucket. Life jackets not ap¬ 
proved by the federal government 
or showing signs of depreciation, 
should be discarded. A sudden spill 
into cold water, combined with 
heavy clothing, could be fatal with¬ 
out a dependable life jacket,” he 
League warned.

District Teachers 
Attend Assembly 

Two district teachers attended 
the 48th annual representative as¬ 
sembly of their professional organ¬ 
ization at the Macdonald Hotel in 
Edmonton on April 19 to 21. Those 
attending were Eric Price of Blair- 
more, and Mrs. Janet Allen of 
Coleman, 

On Tuesday, April 20th, Dr. Stan 
Clarke, ATA executive secretary, 
outlined to the teacher delegates a 
year-long study of a method for 


co-ordinating and planning Albert as 
multi-million dollar public educa¬ 
tion operation. 

“We must begin to plan what our 
schools should be doing by 1976,” 
Dr. Clarke said. “From our vant¬ 
age point in 1964 the ATA execu¬ 
tive council can begin to see some 
of the unexplored terrain stretch¬ 
ing ahead of us for the next ten 
years of professional service to 
Alberta children. We foresee seri¬ 
ous problems in educational fin¬ 
ance stemming from both the qual¬ 
ity and quantity expansion in the 
teaching services for our rapidly 
expanding school population. New 
curriculum and new instructional 
methods jpust 'be devised to meet 
the changing and expanding roles 
of the school in our society. One of 
the very serious problems 'before 
us is a grave need for increased 
co-ordination between the various 
levels of educational institutions. 
These levels can no longer oper¬ 
ate in isolation from each other. 
The parochialism that stratifies 
educational levels must be remov¬ 
ed, and this is a task of no small 
order. The organization and admin¬ 
istration of schools must also be 
subjected to critical examination.’’ 

ATA local associations were ask¬ 
ed to survey and evaluate their 
part in the education program and 
to evaluate and make suggestions 
as to how the provincial ATA can 
improve its service. After working 
on this project through .the 1966456 
school term, locals will submit 
.their findings to the ATA executive 
council, which will be studying 
proposals at the broader provincial 
level. 

“Project Education 1975 could 
result in some rather startling pro¬ 
posals both for our own organiza¬ 
tion and for our partners in the 
field of public education,” Dr. 
Clarke stated.
